Robbery Crimes 
Show Increase 


B Y PA M TRO BOY 


Recently, robbery has become a more common 
crime in the south. 
During the past five years, it has increased 21 per­ 
cent in this region. During the same period, suburban 
areas surrounding the large core cities reported a 23 
percent increase in robberies. 
For some undetermined reason, Plano is running 
against the trend Last year the crime rate for robbery 
(calculated on cases per hundred thousand population) 
fell 21.9 percent compared to 1974. 
According to police figures, however, robbery may 
be edging up again in 1976. During the first five months 
of this year, six robberies were reported, compared to 
five during the same period of 1975. 
Just as the number of robberies have increased, so 
has the holdup man become bolder. More robbers are 
using weapons as well. Most Plano robberies involve a 
firearm of some type, usually a pistol. 
Nationally, 44.7 percent of all robbers used a 
firearm, while 13 I percent chose a knife or other 
cutting instrument. About eight percent used another 
weapon, while 34.1 percent relied on their strength to 
rob their victim 
If you are selected as the next victim, a police 
department spokesman stresses that you must remain 
calm Robbers usually are excited and may be easily 
provoked, he says. Also, the criminal may be under the 
influence of narcotics which will distort his judgement 
Avoid defending yourself with a firearm when you 
are already facing a weapon, because the odds are 
against you, police say. Instead of provoking the 
robber, police advise that you take a good look at the 
suspect. 
Following a few simple procedures may be the dif­ 
ference which helps the police arrest the right person. 


N O TICE ANY D ET A ILS which will aid you to 
describe the suspects and their mannerisms. When 
trying to determine age, height, weight and ap­ 
pearance make comparisons 
between 
them and 
yourself or people you know. 


M E M O R IZ E peculiarities such as tattoos, scars and 
prominant physical features. 


NOTE T Y P E and color of clothing worn, but keep in 
mind that clothes may be changed, so try to con­ 
centrate on physical characteristics. 


B E A B L E to describe size, type and color of guns or 
other weapons that are used. 


WATCH to see whether they touch anything so you 
can preserve it for evidence. Don’t touch anything 
yourself and lock the doors until the police arrive. 


P R E S E R V E any items the suspect might have 
touched and prevent anyone from going into areas 
where the robbers may have been. 


O B S E R V E the direction in which suspects leave. 
Obtain description of any vehicles they enter and write 
down the license number to save for the police. 


N O TIFY TH E PO LIC E. Tell them you have been 
held up and be prepared to report the exact location of 
the robbery, description of the suspect, license number 
and description of vehicles used, any other occupants 
and direction taken. 


R E M E M B E R , at the time of your call, the police will 
have only the information you give them—be accurate. 


SA V E any note that may have been used and do not 
handle it unnecessarily or allow others to handle it. 


T E L L TH E PO LIC E only what YOU know. If an 
estimate is necessary to supply an answer, tell them 
you are estimating. Do not exaggerate your experience 
or when describing what has been stolen. 


C O O PERA TE with the detectives assigned to the 
case bv making yourself available for interview. 


DO NOT be reluctant to identify the right suspects. 
Attend showups of suspects. 


T E S T IF Y in court when called on to do so.
